The love here referred to by the Apos- 
?, is that great and fundamental prin- 
einle in the christian chaz ‘acter, without 
Waich it cannot exist. Whenever it 
fixes its residence in any heart, it gives 
a holy impulse to all its actions, a hea- 
venly influence to all its affections. It 
raises the mind above the objects of time, 
and fixes it on God and Heaven. It is 
suemanation from the Deity himself, and 
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is the result of an holy impress of his 
image on the soul. Therefore « every 
one that loveth, is boru of God.” 

This love then being a sure criterion 
by which we can judge ourselves with 
safety, let us enquive ore particularly, 
what are its operations ; and the objects 
of it affections. 

fis operations. 

1. It tends to purity. “ [le that hath 
the hope that this love inspires, purifieth 
himselfas Godis pure.” By nature the 
heart of man is **a cave of ever y unclean 
bird.” All his desir 3, affections, and 
actions are polluted with sin, that abomi- 
nable thing which God hateth. When 
his eyes are ope ned to see himself, he 
appears odious in his swnsight. He can 
have no complacency in himee ‘If, only in 
proportion tu his confor Mnity toa God of 
purity. itthen becomes his ‘daily prayer, 
his constant endeavor, that he may be 
purified from all + filthiness of the flesh,”? 
that he may be freed from afi sin, and, in 
his capac itv, be as pure as God himselfis 
pure. “ He thatis born of God doth not 
commit sis. In this the children of God 
are manifest, and the children of the de- 
vil.” 

2. It actuatesto obedience.  Forthis 
is the love of God, that we keep his cum- 
mandments.”” Said our Saviour to his 
disciples, * by this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye do what- 
soever | command vou.’ A mere out- 
ward conlormity to God’s law, is not suf- 
ficient. ‘The heart must be conformed, 
He that lusteth in his heart, in the sight 
of the heart searching God, hath commit- 
ted an actual transgression. ‘The Pha- 
risees observed the letter of the law to 
an iota. And yet “1 say unto you, un- 
less your righteousness exceed theirs, 
you shi all never eoter inty the kingdom 
of Heaven.” “* Hle that saith i Eno 
him, and keepeth not his coumnandments, 
is a liar. and the truth is notim him. But 
whoso keepeth bis word, in him verily 16 
the love of God perfected.” ’ 

5. It leads to self denial, Se For what- 
soever is born of God. overcetmeth the 
world.” Those who are born from above, 
have aconstant warfare to watntain, 2s 
long as they continue in the body. For 
the flesh is constantly lusting against tlie 
spirit, and endeavoring to bring it into 
captivity to the law of sin and death. 
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to 


The humble christian, fears nothing so 
much as his own heart’s lusts. The ene- 
my from which le ap prehends the most 
danger, lurks within. Vhe worldis con- 
stantly presenting its allurements, to 
draw forth these lusts into exercise. 
Temp tutions prese nt themselves on eve- 
ry side 9 and with a dauntless obstinane Vs 
ple ad tor indulgence. It is, therefore, 
only by a course of continual watchtul- 
ness, mortification, and self denial, that 
the christian is enabled to hold on in his 
course. and at last to trium ph over every 
foe. * He that is bevotten of God, ke ‘ep- 
eth himself, and that wicked one touch- 
eth him not.”

The readers of the Moniter cannot 
buthave observed that in various parts 
0 the C iristian world unusual efforts 
Nave, for several years, been made, and 
are now making, toextend the knowled ve 
of divine truth, end diffuse “ the saving 
health”? of the gospel throughout all na- 
tons. In this labour of love the people 
of Kogland have taken the lead: and 
are in fact doing more than all other 
Christian nations united. One of the 
Most important nussionary societies in 
the world is the society for missions to 
the East, established | by the English Bap- 
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It is possible that we shall be of

tists. The men who manage this insti- 
tution in isng viana, are men of enlarge d 
vie WS 3 and they have adopted measures 
of the yreatest importance for carrying 
into etteet their benevolent purposes. 
The most active and influential of their 
Hiissionaries are also men of high intel- 
lectual endowments. They have made 
astonishing progress in ac quiring a know- 
ledee of eastern languages 3 into a varie- 
ty of which the y have made translations 
of the holy Scriptures, which to a very 
consi ‘le ‘rable extent have been circulated 
in Asia. But when we consider how 
many millions of inhabitants swarm in 
that quarter of the globe, and calculate 
the time that it will require, in) pursu- 
ance ofany measures heretofore adopted, 
to make known among them the gospel 
of salvation, our hearts sink within us at 
the prospect. Feeling thus, we are dis- 
posed to rejoice in any attempt to en- 
crease ‘and enlarge the 
means of this imstitution, Accordingly 
when the Baptists in the United States, 
formed their society for foretyn missions, 
intended, it is understood, to co-operate 
with their brethren tn other countries, 
we were highly ratified. and from our 
hearts wished them “ God speed.” 

The formation of a board of foreign. 
missions among the congregational 
churches in N.Bugland afforded us equal 
jeasure. Jlerealfer our readers shall 
have a full account of the proceedings of 
both 4 They are mention- 
ed ! Nere for the observing, that 
our detail of missionary labours has been 
ad will be continued, for the pur- 
pose of exciting, and continuing, and en- 
creasing an interest in the success of 
these noble institutions. They depend 
for their very existence upon the b ounty 
of the pious and benevolent. And we 
presume that there can be no more effec- 
tual mode of calling forth the exercise of 
this charity, tl ban a statement of the pro- 
cress of true religion among the heathen. 
The conversion of every Hindoois a pow- 
erful appeal to the understanding and 
the heart of all who hear of this inport- 
ant event; and, whoever may be instru. 
mental in effecting the change, if we 
have the temper of Christians we shall 
rejoice in it; and the move, if we have 
in any “ ay aided in this good work. 

An univa of efforts to christianize the 
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heathen may have a very happy effect in 

another way; it may promote that bro- 
therly kindness which is in part the glo- 
ry of true religion; and break down 
those wails of separation, which divide 
even the real followers of the Saviour. 

In reference to both the effects above 
mentioned, we take a deep interest in 
the progress and prospe ity of Bible So- 
civties. And this, especially, as they 
are institutions in whichthe whole Cheis- 
tian world may unite, without any rea- 
sonable appreheusion of collision. ‘To 
the Bible we all appeal as the common 
standard of truth; and tiom it C'ris- 
tians of every denomination deduce doc- 
trines confessedly the same in all funda- 
mental points. it is most delighttul to 
contemplate the efforts that are now 
making in the whole Christian world, to 
send the Scriptures to all that are desti- 
tute of them—This however has become 
a common theme. 

There is a view ofthis subject, which 
as far as TE know has not yet been taken, 
ofdeep interest to us as a nation. I[ 
mean the connection which it has, or 
may be made to have with our national 
character. ‘The Editor bes the serious 
attention of his readers to the following 
remarks on this part of the subject. 

Every accurate observer of human na- 
ture knows the powerful effect of reli- 
givn upon the human heart : it produces 
attachments which nothing can break, it 
calls forth affections which nothing can 
repress,and creates energies which no- 
thing can subdue. As far, then, as a 
people is instrumental in propagating a 
principle so powerful in its operations, 
that people acquires a name and an in- 
fluence which nothing else can give. 

Let us, keeping this truth in mind, 
consider the present state of the world. 
And here the first object which strikes 
the view is the British and Foreign Bi- 
ble Society. <A gigantic institution 
which now commands a fund of not less 
than four hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars pr. annum. In the catalogue of 
its members we find a host of Dukes and 
Lords. of ministers of state, and mem- 
bers of parliament. In fact,it is a na- 
tional society ; the funds of which are 
appropriated with astonishing liberality 
tv all similar institutions throughout the 
world. Under its auspices, Bible Socie- 
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ties are springing up in every country 
in Kurope,and are gradually extendin 
through Asia, and Africa, not to mentig: 
in this connection, the United State, 
The British and Foreign Bible Socies, 
has its agents, that travel from one coy; 
try to another, and erect new sucietie, 
granting in one place a donation of three 
hundred. and in another, that of a thou. 
sand pounds according to circumstances, 
This is regarded, and justly too, as un- 
exampled generosity. And the effect is 
this; by the donation of one hundved 
pounds, this society secures to itself the 
most fervent gratitude, and the warmest 
attachment of probably a thousand friends, 
As the measures adopted by them meet 
with success, the number is encreased, 
Already the world resounds with the 
praises of British generosity and piety. 
When in addition to this we consider 
that every year British missionaries are 
going forth, supported at the expence of 
the people, to propagate the gospel of 
Christ in foreign Jands ; and that they 
aie endeavouring and with the most en- 
couraging prospect of success, to c!iris- 
tianize nation after nation, we must be 
blind not to see that the operation of 
these causes, mighty as they are, wil 
create an influence in favour of the peo- 
leof England, of the most extensive 
and powerful kind. It will give to the 
inhabitants of that little Island a control, 
a power, a dominion of universal extent; 
and ina very great degree proportioned 
to the prevalence of religion among the 
nations. Fora long time the Editor hes 
meditated deeply on this sulject; and 
the more he thinks, the more he 1s per- 
suaded that it deserves most serious at- 
tention. But let him net be misunder- 
stood. Far be it from him to permitary 
mean national jealousy to creep 1M, and 
influence his speculations. Far be it from 
him to suffer the malignant influences of 
foreign politics to warp his judgment or 
contaminate his feelings. Ife rejoices 
that the blessings of the gospel are, i! 
the providence of God, sent to the be- 
nighted nations, be the messengers ¢! 
this best gift of heavenly mercy who they 
may. Yet he cannot forbear wisi &s 
and putting his whole soul into the » ish, 
that his countrymen would also mare 
this a national concern, and vie willl 
their fellow Christians in foreign coun 








tries, with a holy emulation, in this la- 
yourot love. We are rising fast tn te 
valship with them, in those things whic. 
the mere worldly wise man thinks Co \stt- 
tte national glory : why should we vot 
enulate them in the blessed work of car- 
vying the light of divine trath, and tie 
consolations of the gospel, to the benight- 
ed nations of the earth ? 

A few of the reasons why the Editor 
so devoutly wishes that this subject may 
excitea general interest in’ this country 
will be stated fur the consideration of 
his readers. 

1. This is the land of religious liberty. 
Ilere we are trained trom our infancy to 
acknowledge no one as our master, but 
Christ. Every yoke is broken from our 
necks, and there is every reason to hope 
that the principles which prevail will 
lave perpetual influence in this nation. 
Now missionaries going from among us, 
will carry with them the habits and sen- 
‘iments of their country ; and wherever 
they succeed wn planting a church, there 
they will naturally sow the seeds of reli- 
vious freedom. This would be bestow- 
ing a blessing indeed ; worthy of Ame- 
ricans to confer. 

2. Because our constitution prohibits 
Congress from legislating on the subject 
of religion. and we have no splendid na- 
tional establishment, it has been repre- 
sented that we are a nation of infidels. 
And there is reason to believe that many 
in various Christian countries have given 
credit to these calumnies ; and have, on 
this account, conceived strong prejudi- 
ces ayzinst us, and against the form of 
our government. Now iit seems to me 
highly important that the world shoud 
be convinced that we can be free and pi- 
that without governmental 
compulsion or rewards, we offer the un- 
forced and unbought homage of our hearts 
ty toe God and father of our Lor! Jesus 
Christ. Itdoes seem to me that ~ would 
have a most happy effect for the © -ee citi- 
zens of the United States to be seen tak- 
nga place with the foremost in the ef- 
forts now making to meliorate the moral 
an religious condition of the human fa- 
mily; to raise our fellow men from the 
degrading superstitions of poly:heism 
and idolatry, to the pure and S] ir: nal 
Worship of the common Father of ail : 
and communicate to them the “ fulness 
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of the blessing of the gospel.” 

3. Butin che views winch the Editor 
has taken of thissuiject, he has reference, 
as belure batimated, trot only tu the bene- 
fits thus t. be conterred on the tribes 
aud kindreds of the earth, but to the na- 
tronal of the United States. 
‘Phis is a subjecton which no man, whe 
knows what the phrase, my country, 
means, cau feel ridiflerent. ‘Phe heart 
dilutes at the very thought that wherever 
the ensign of America waves,it is assoct- 
ated, in the minds of ail whe beheld it, 
withdeeds of hardy enterprize, and hero- 
ic valor ; and with a conviction that they 
over whose heads it waves, have 
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“Hearts resolved, and hands pre oared 
The bless ngs that (hey hoid, to guard ” 
dut we wish that even more cxalted 


and refined ideas may be added ¢o this 
train of associations. Let American 
Christians arouse iu all their energies, 
employ a part at least of their ever en- 
creasing »esources in spreading the gos- 
pel among the nations: and then, in 
whatever breeze thestar-spangied banner 
of the union floats, it wall remind all 
who see it of the blesstags pronou iced on 
those who turn many to righteousness, 
‘ who shall shine as stars ia the Kingdom 
of tleaven for everand ever ;” it will 
be thoncht an apt representative ola 
nation engaged in this labour of love 3 
it will typily not merely the triumphs 
of freenen over their enemies, but of 
heavenly light over eorthly darkness ; 
of the virtues of the free and willing 
servants of (rod, over the vices of hea- 
tnenism: of the cross of our Lord and 
Saviour, over the powers of darkness.— 
This work is to be the work of the people 
—i.et the peonle then study the signe of 
the times; ler them follow the call of pre 
vidence, and go forth to the work of the 
Lord; and the period will ar ive when 
«all nations svall rise up and call us 
iipevery land our name will 
be “as a sweet smelling savour;” and 
every vessel! will return to our shores, 
bearing the blessings and the thanks of 
souls ready to perish, that by eur instru- 
ineutalitv were resca‘d from the jaws of 
ruin. Verily this is an objoet worthy of 
our highest and holiest amoition ; worthy 
of the united exertions of a nation of 
freemen. 
Many, however, will be disposed te 
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Jaugh at all this as the wild project of an 
enthusiast. Lut let them consider that 
this work is already undertaken ; that it 
iS golny on, and will proceed, whether 
ve "aiford our au! or not. The que stiou 
then is, whether we the peuple uj ihe U- 
nited States, will share tu the glory, and 
reap our part of ihe reward; 61 whether 
we will leave it to others to acquire all 
the advantages that will result from the 
acknowledgment of them as benelaetors 
of the human race. How can a citizen 
of Ametica, feeling, as ail ought to teel, 
hisown honor, aad comtort and happt- 
ness identified wiil that of his country, 
restrain the wish thaf anew 
emulation may be exiubited to the world 
—and in this strife of love, this Conten- 
tion in brotherly Kindiucss, we may at 
least, 
“Set our feot as far.as whos oes farthest?” 

The object of the Editor, iu all that 
he has said, is, in the first place, to re- 
commend the formation at once of an 
AMERICAN, AND ForEIGN BispLe Soci- 
Ery3 in which may ve united the talents 
and influence, and resources of ali chris 
tians of all denominations in the U hited 
States 5; and by which not only the desti- 
tute in our own country may be abun- 
daptly supplied, but the scriptures may 
he sent to ey ery pation under heaven iW 
their own language. 

In the next place, if * IT who am less 
than the least” of ali God’s ministers, 
may take this office upon me, 1 would 
say to our Baptist and Congregational 
brethren who are engaged in the work of 
foreign missions. go ou with renewed zeal 
and ardour in this great and good work. 
It is Heaven’s own cause, and it will 
prosper.—Aind let christians of every 
name arise aod go forth in the strength 
of the Lord God, to perform his labour ; 
and the time will come when the utmost 
bounils of the earth shall hear the joylul 
sound of salvation. 

But it ouelit not to be unnoticed that 
to prepare us lor acting the part to which 
providence seems now, loudly, to call 
us, there is need of partic ular and imme- 
diate attention to measures of internal 
improvement, ‘The moral and religious 
state of our countr y requires our prayers, 
our vigilance, and our best efforts. ——— 
There are among ourselves thousands of 
* baptised” aud unbaptised *heatheus.” 
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whose situation is the more deplorabl. 
because they sin against greater io}, 
and more alle cting demonstrations ol r 
vine love, than those Who never heg 
the gospel. An active and eute srprisiny 
spirit of improvement in respect to polity. 
cal economy has gone forth among ys — 
We have reason to hope too that the yy, 
sures recently adopted for the inteljc:. 
tual culture of our countrymen y,) 
whea carried into effect, as we devoutly 
wish that they Way, be proauctive uf 
much good. We rejoice in these 1! linge, 
and reader our humble tribute of thes: 
to the inen who proje cted, aud ad ipted 
these important measures. Batt still we 
know that * a ian may have the a silities 
of an angel, aud yet die a fool 3” we are 
therefore dee ply solicitous that, to the 
education whiel i is about to be aford tl 
tu the people, may be superadded, | 
moral and religious discipline, whi 
will restrain our young citizens from the 
paths of vice, and prepare them ie the 
exhibition of such examples of virtue 
here, as dignify and exalt human nature, 
and for those high intelectual and mor: 
enjoyments, which the beneficent Goi 
has reserved for all who are qualified t 
participate in them.
